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ABSTRACT 

Each year, the Iowa Department of Education prepares a 
tuition and fees report, which traditionally shows a comparison of fall-to- 
fall tuition rates. During fiscal year 2002, community colleges received a 
beginning state appropriation below the previous year's appropriation. Later, 
there were additional cuts that forced tuition increases at five of the 15 
community colleges. The charts included in this 2002-2003 report present 
these changes, including: (1) the average full-time Iowa community college 

tuition increased $930, or 64%, from fiscal year 1993 to fiscal year 2003; 

(2) in 1980, tuition and fees generated 24% of the total operating funds of 
Iowa community colleges, but in fiscal year 2002, it was 43%; (3) the average 

tuition at an Iowa community college was cited as 58% above the national 
average; (4) Iowa ranks fourth in tuition when compared with the surrounding 
states of South Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, 
and Kansas; (5) the average Iowa community college semester-hour tuition rate 
in fall 2002 was $79.27; and (6) the average annual full-time Iowa community 
college tuition for academic year 2002-2003 increased $216 (10%) to $2,378.

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Executive Summary 



Each year the Iowa Department of Education prepares a Tuition and Fees Report. This report 
has traditionally shown a comparison of fall to fall tuition rates. During fiscal year 2002, 
community colleges received a beginning state appropriation below the previous year 
appropriation. There was an additional cut in the state appropriation effective with the November 

2001 payment. This appropriation cut in state aid resulted in five of fifteen colleges increasing 
tuition mid-year (Spring 2002). The charts included in the following report present the changes in 
tuition from fall to fall. Appendix Table A illustrates the change in tuition from Fall 2001 to Spring 

2002 (the mid-year increase). 

The following report provides tuition and fee costs and related information. Some findings 
include the following: 

• The average annual full-time Iowa Community College tuition increased $930 or 64.23% from 
fiscal year 1993 to fiscal year 2003. 

• The average annual full-time Iowa Community College tuition for academic year 2002-2003 
increased $216 (10.01%) to $2,378. (As set in the Fall 2002. Tuition may be changed by 
Board approval between fall and spring terms) 

• The difference in annual tuition cost among Iowa Community Colleges decreased from 
$626.00 in 1993 to $270.00 in 2001. In fiscal year 2002 the difference between Iowa 
Community Colleges increased to $360.00. The difference between tuition increased to $420 
for fiscal year 2003 

• In 1980, tuition and fees generated 24.4% of the total operating funds of Iowa Community 
Colleges. In fiscal year 2002, 43.42% of the total operating funds of Iowa Community 
Colleges was generated through tuition and fees. 

• The Chronicle of Higher Education Almanac Issue 2001-2002 cites Iowa Community College 
average tuition at 58.13% above the national average. 

• Iowa ranks 4 th in tuition when compared to the surrounding states of South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, and Kansas. 

• The average community college semester hour tuition rate in Fall 2002 is $79.27. The 
increase in Fall 2002 semester hour tuition ranges from 4.17% to 21.21%; the state average 
rate of increase in community college semester tuition in the Fall 2002 is 10.01 % over Fall 
2001. 

• Fees can be a substantial part of the cost at a community college. The percentage of total 
cost of fees range from community colleges that do not charge fees separately to a high fee 
charge of $660.00 out of the total tuition and fees charged of $3,090.00. (21 .36% of the total 
charges for a 15 hours per semester) 
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Tuition Comparison within the Iowa Community Colleges 



Table 1 demonstrates how the average annual tuition for Iowa Community Colleges continues 
to become more uniform across the state. Iowa code limits the total tuition for Iowa residents 
attending community colleges so as not to exceed the lowest tuition rate per semester 
charged by a regent institution for a full-time resident student. 

• Since 1993, the difference from the highest annual tuition to lowest annual tuition has 
decreased from $626.00 in fiscal year 1993, to $420.00 in fiscal year 2003. 

• Over this period of time, the community college with the highest annual tuition increased 
$844.00 or 48.62% while the lowest annual tuition increased $1,050.00 or 94.59%. 

• The total increase in annual full-time average tuition from fiscal year 1993 to fiscal year 
2003 is $930.00 or 64.23%.

Table 2 reflects the same trend toward a more uniform tuition rate per credit hour. 

• Over the past ten years, the average per credit hour tuition rate has increased $30.17 or 

61.45%. 

• The difference between the highest per credit hour rate and lowest per credit hour rate 

decreased from $27.50 in fiscal year 1993 to $14.00 in fiscal year 2003. 

• In Fall 2002, the average per credit hour tuition is $79.27.

Table 3 shows the increase in per credit hour tuition charged by the individual 15 Iowa 
Community Colleges. 

• The largest per credit hour increase in tuition from Fall 2001 to Fall 2002 is $14, or 

21.21%. (Part of this increase was from a mid-year tuition increase of $5 or 7.58%. 
The increase from Spring 2002 to Fall 2002 totaled $9 or 12.68%.) 

• The difference between the highest per credit hour rate and lowest per credit hour rate 

for Fall 2002 is $14 per credit hour. 

• In Fall 2002, the average per credit hour tuition is $79.27.

Table 4 reflects the fees charged at each community college. Some colleges do not charge a 
separate fee in addition to their tuition charge. The low fee charged does not consider those 
colleges who do not charge separate fees. The purpose of fees charged varies from college to 
college. These fees are only basic fees charged and do not include any program specific fees 
that may be charged. See Page 16 for a detailed listing of fees charged by college. 

• Over the past six years, the average per credit hour fee rate has increased $41 .86. 

• In Fall 2002, the average total fees charged a full-time* student is $264.53.

The trend continues where the portion of Iowa Community College’s general operating funds 
generated through tuition and fees is increasing and the portion derived from state general aid 
is decreasing. Other sources of revenue have remained fairly consistent.

The following information uses data from The Chronicle of Higher Education, Almanac Issue 
2001-2002. This report provides the most recent national higher education tuition data 
available. The information will differ from the previous section as the Chronicle data is based 
on information supplied to the U.S. Department of Education and includes student fees. Iowa 
Department of Education tables are based on information provided and verified by Iowa 
Community Colleges to the Division of Community Colleges and Workforce Preparation. 

• From fiscal year 1997 to fiscal year 2001, Iowa Community College average tuition 
increased 16.79% while the national average increased 5.92%. 

• Of the surrounding states, Iowa ranks 4 out of 8 in average tuition cost. 

• Iowa Community College average tuition of $2,149 in fiscal year 2001, is $790 or 
58.13% above the national average of $1,359.

Tables 9, 10, and 11 provide a comparison of the Iowa Community College average annual 
full-time resident tuition rate to the average tuition rate of Iowa Regent institutions. 

• The Iowa Regent institutions increased tuition approximately 3-7% annually from 
fiscal years 1993 through 2002. In fiscal year 2003, the average tuition increased 
18.49%. 

• Iowa Community Colleges increased tuition approximately 3-5% annually from fiscal 
year 1993 through 2001. In fiscal year 2002, the average tuition increased 11.6%. 
Fiscal year 2003 has an increase of 1 0.01 %. 

• In 2002-2003, the Regent institutions capped their full-time resident tuition at the three 
universities at $3,692. 

• Three (3) Iowa Community Colleges have tuition caps. Iowa Community College 
caps range from 19-23 credits per semester. (Students are not charged the per 
credit hour costs for taking courses above the cap)
